Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 12, filed 9/8/10, with respect to claims 51 and 
54 have been considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. 101 rejection of claims 51 
and 54 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 45-56 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding claims 45, 48 and 51-54, the prior art does not contain a valid 
combination of references that teaches a directory server separate from a host device 
that sends two separate encrypted access tickets, the first ticket for sending an 
encrypted print job and the second ticket for sending an encrypted management 
command; in order for the management command to be valid the decryption result of 
the second access ticket is compared directly to the decryption result of the first access 
ticket and based on this result determines the access right of a user sending the second 
access ticket to delete a job from a storage medium on a printer. 

Claims 46, 47, 49, 50, 55 and 56 are allowed because they depend upon allowed 

claims.
